Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Araki 
(5,396,795). 

Araki teaches a flow rate detector comprising a cavity arranged in the housing comprising a 
channel. At lest one opening extending from the cavity, a semiconductor chip (15) arranged in 
the cavity and at least one electric lead (17) extending through the opening. A hardened filler 
material (19a) in form of a resin arranged in the opening. 

4. Claims 1-5, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hecht 
et al. (6,176,131) (hereinafter Hecht). 

Hecht teaches a metal housing (51, 1, 26, 15, 37, 8), a cavity arranged in the housing, a 
semiconductor chip installed in the cavity and at least one opening extending from the cavity to 
the outside, at least one electric lead extending through the opening and a hardened filler resin 
material (42) arranged in the opening. The housing is formed from metal in two parts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



6. Claims 6-12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Araki 
or Hecht. 

Araki and Hecht teach all the features of the instant invention except for the other structural or 
other mounting arrangements. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to use any structural modifications without departing 
the scope of the functionality of the device since any modification to the structure to provide 
support to the elements or any other provisions of additional components would not require any 
special skills. Furthermore, inserting a single lead or a multiple leads through a single opening 
does not require a recognized skill that would patentably distinguish the Arati or Hecht device. 
As to claim 15, there a no related steps of forming the device and thus the claim has been treated 
as a device claimed.
